Up $5 Millions Over 
Last Year; Represent 
31% of County Total 


A new Madison county assess- 
ment of $957,532,285 for the 1969 
tax year—of which more than 
$300 ‘millions, or 31%, is located 
in the four townships of the 
Quad-City area—was announced 
today by County Clerk Eulalia 
How. 

The new overall county valu- 
ation, against which tax bills 
will be extended for collection 
this summer, is an increase of 
$27,066,875 over the county-wide 
assessments totaling $930,465,410 
for the 1968 year. 

Miss Hotz said the new as- 
sessment figures completed re- 
cently by the Madison county 
Board of Review included in- 
creases in all categories of lo- 
cally assessed property, per- 
sonal, lots, lands and a small 
portion of railroad property 
which is locally assessed. The 
new valuation figures announc- 
ed today do not include rail- 
road property assessments ex- 
tended by the State Department 
of Revenue, or capital stock 
valuations. 

The néw assessments for the 
Quad-City area — Granite City, 
Nameoki, Venice and Chouteau 
townships — total $30,930,265, 
an increase of $5,025,040 over 
the 1969 values totaling $295,- 
905,025. 

Venice Value Drops 

Increases in Granite City and 
Nameoki ‘townships exceeded 
$2 millions in each, while Ven- 
ice township, with an assess. 
ment cut of $566,880, was the 
only one of the 24 townships in 
Madison county to show a de- 
cline. The Chouteau township 
value rose $501,410, 

The assessment listings an- 
nounced this morning _ places 
the Granite City township val- 
uation at $174,891,490, an in- 
crease of $2,814,855 over the 
1963 assessment of $172,076,635. 

In Nameoki township the new 
1969 valuation is $36,808,365, up 
$2,275,855 over its 1968 assess- 
ment of $34,532,510. 

Venice, which has been con- 
fronted with a declining valua- 
tion for several years, has a 
1969 assessment of $62,326,380, 
or a drop of $566,880 below the 
1968 assessment of $62,893,260. 

The new valuation for Chou- 
teau township is $26,904,030, an 
increase of $501,410 over the 
1968 assessment of $26,402,620. 

On this basis the four town- 
ships of the Quad-City area has 
a new 1969 property assessment 
of —$300,930,265, compared to 
$295,905,025 for the 1968 tax 
year. 

Real Values Climb 

Figures reelased by Miss 
Hoiz's office show that the 
largest increase in the new 
valuations was extended 
against lots and improvements, 
although there was no regular 
real estate assessment last 
year. Only changes and addi- 
tions are made during years in 
which there is no quadrennial 
assessment. 

Valuations on lots at the 
county levels increased $15,335,- 
510 to $437,510,655. Personal 
property values increased 
$7,607,050 to $279,482,740, ond 
assessments on lands increased 
by $4,121,145 to $239,740,265. Lo- 
cally assessed railroad’ proper- 
ty increased by only $3170 to 
a new figure of $798,625, 

Miss Hotz said the new as- 
sessments have been certified 
to the State Department of 
Revenue to determine if the 
county's multiplying factor of 
1 shall continue.

Year's Delay Seen for 
County Redistricting 


A deadline for reapportioning 
counties by July 1 may be de- 
layed a year, a state legislator 
told the constitutional conven- 
tion last week in Springfield 

State Rep. Clarence Neff, R- 
Stronghurst, said the delay 
would give counties time tc 
utilize information in the 1970 
census. He said the governor 
is aware of the problem. 

The legislation committee of 
the Madison county board of 
supervisors currently is con- 
sidering various methods for re- 
apportioning the county, which 
would reduce the size of the 
board from 49 to five through 
29 members. 

The State Legislature last year 
directed that if county reappor- 
tionment is not completed by 
the deadline, a county reap- 
portionment commission would 
be formed to do the job. 

If the delay is granted, the 
Legislature would have an op- 
portunity to revive a weighted 
vote plan of reapportionment, 
which the governor vetoed last 
year as being unconstitutional 
County officials prefer the 
weighted vote method, Neff 
said, as few township officials 
would be unseated as the nature 
of their districts would be un- 
changed. 

Neff also advised the conven- 
tion delegation against any pro- 
vision of abolishing township 
government because of possible 
effects.

No City ‘Lug,’ No Ticket ‘Fix, No Harassment, Clerk Told 


Granite City municipal em- 
ployees pay no “lug” to keep 
their jobs and there is no 
fixing or arrest tickets, Mayor 
Donald Partney told the Pres: 
Record in a letter today an- 
swering Circuit Clerk Willard 
“Butch” Portell’s charge last 
week that there is anti-court 
pressure by the mayor. 

Partney challenged Portell on 
the “lug” issue (return of part 
of an employce’s pay to his 
employer) in noting | Portell’s 
claim that “the clerk's office 
has done a tremendous pob. 

The mayor said the elimi 
tian of ticket “fixing” has 
creased the 
load, prompting city exapnsion 
of the courtroom. F de- 
nied that he has ever advocat- 
ed taking court services out of 
Granite City, and cited the ex- 
pansion as evidence of the mu- 
nicipal government's desire for 
the court 


Mayor Partney said that a 
Jan. 29 Press-Record article 
quoting Portell “had the same 
ring to it as the Alton Tele- 
graph when the state’s attor- 
ney's office had to take space 
away from Cry Baby Portell. 

“I have at no time ever ad- 
vocated taking the courts out 
of Granite City. The Press 
stated Portell provided the let- 
ters that were sent to him by 
the mayor. Why didn't the 
Press print them? 


Space Painted Twice 

“He states that I have re: 
fused to paint the office space 
used by the courts. This is a 
lie. These courts and office 
spaces have been painted twice 
since | have been mayor, at 
al the expense of the Granite 
City taxpayer, as we could not 
let the offices in the city hall 
deteriorate. 

“Butch states that the courts 


had to implement a courtroom 
for the Magistrate Division. 
The city, at their expense, had 
to enlarge the magistrate court- 
room, After I was elected may- 
or and stopped the fixing of 
tickets, the flow of business in- 
creased so much, which is a 
matter of record. 

“Butch says, ‘All in all I be 
lieve the clerk's office has done 
a tremendous job.’ Although it 
sounds like a bit of bragging, I 
go along with this type of brag- 
ging, but not to the extent of a 
monthly ‘lug’ on the employees. 

“Butch says ‘constant harass- 
ment by Mayor Donald Part- 
ney.” Is this called harassment? 
Four letters asking for finan- 
cial help from the clerk's office, 
due to the fact the courts use 
4337 square feet of office space, 
1s set by a member of the Real 
Estate Board to be worth on 
the rental fee basis $4671.75 
yearly. 


“I have not asked Butch even 
for a rental fee—only some aid 
in the janitor service that is 
costing the taxpayers of Gran- 
ite City $1192.69 per month. 


“Since his office receives 2% 
collection fee on all fines, that 
amounts to about $80 per 
month. And if the county of- 
fices will not allow this, the 
city will even accept some of 
the county lug because we have 
a financial problem, as there is 
no lug placed on any city em- 
ployee. 

“T am not interested in politi- 
cal hacks and their crying 
every time they get pinched. 

“Tam only interested in the 
taxpayers of Granite Granite 
City, being one myself, and let- 
ting the other taxing bodies 
carry their own load. 

“Will the editor kindly print 
this answer to-the harassment 
charge by Butch?”

6% Inflation During 1969 Offset The Average Increase in Earnings 


(Bureau of Labor Statistics) 


The national Consumer Price 
Index rose 0.6% in December to 
131.3 (1957-59 equals 100). 

About half of the increase wa 
due to higher food prices, par- 
ticularly eggs and fresh vege- 
tables. Most of the remainder 
of the rise was accounted for by 
increases for services. 

The December rise put the 
all-items index 6.1% above a 
year ago, the largest rise for 
any 12-month period since No- 
vember 1951. 

Changes at annual rates over 
the last three months (listed 
first) and over the past year 
(listed second) were. 

All items—6.0% and 6.1%. 

Commodities, 6.4% and 5.5%, 
Food, 7.6% and 7.2%; apparel, 
6.8% and 5.3%; non durables 
less food and apparel, 2.8% and 
4.0%; and durable, 7.2% and 
4.5%. 

Services, 6.4% and 7.4%. Rent, 
4.4% and 3.7%; household serv- 
ices less rent, 7.6% and 9.5%; 
transportation services, 12.4% 
and 8.5%; medical care serv- 
ices, 1.2% and 7.1%; and other 
services, 4.8% and 4.9%. 

Food prices climbed 1.4%, 
much more than is usual for 
December. Prices of eggs and 
most fresh vegetables were up 
substantially more than season- 
ally. Meat prices were up 
slightly, but contra-seasonally, 
because of continued strength in 
the prices of pork products. 
Sizeable price increases oc- 
curred for break and milk. 

Charges for consumer serv- 
ices advanced 0.7%, following 
two months of appreciably 
smaller rises. 

Transportation service 
prices showed the most pro- 
nounced acceleration; they 
Tose nearly 2% on the 
strength of higher auto in- 
surance rates and airplane 
and taxicab fares. 

The rise in charges for 


medical care services picked 
up following two months of 
relative weakness. And the 
costs of services associated 
with home - ownership con- 
tinued their upward trend. 
Consumer durable goods ad- 
vanced contra-seasonatly in De- 
cember. Prices of used cars 
were down, but price increases 
for other durable goods more 
than offset the declines. 
Prices of non-durable com- 
modities other than food were 
also relatively strong for De- 
cember; they advanced 0.29% in- 
stead of edging down as they 
usually do 
Apparel commodities failed to 
show their full seasonal price 
drop. Price increases for other 


non-durable goods were wide- 
spread, the most notable ad- 
vances being recorded for gas- 
oline, cigarets, newspapers, 
magazines and alcoholic bever- 
ages away from home 

The purchasing power of the 
nation's rank-and-file workers 
declined for the third straight 
month in December, A rela- 
tively small increase in aver- 
age weekly earnings was more 
than offset by the continued rise 
in consumer prices. 

Gross weekly earnings of pro- 
duction and non-supervisory 
workers rose 25 cents between 
November and December, to 
$117.25. The increase was due 
to a slight lengthening in the 
work week, as average hourly 
earnings edged down due to the

(Internal Revenue Service) 


Q Do you have to item- 
ize your medical expenses 
to be able to deduct one- 
half of Blue Cross or other 
medical insurance premi- 
ums? 

A) You don’t have to itemize 
your medi¢al expenses to claim 
this deduction but you have to 
choose the itemized method of 
claiming your deductions. 

In other words, you can’t use 
either the standard or mini- 
mum standard deduction if you 
want to deduct medical insur- 
ance premiums. 

One-half your medical insur- 
ance premiums (but not more 
than $150) should be shown on 
line 1 of Schedule A and added 
to your other listed deductions 
and the Schedule attached to 
the Form 1040 you file. 

Instructions for using this 
Schedule A are printed on the 
back of this form. 

Copies of the Schedule are 
provided for your convenience 
in the 1040 tax package.

Increases in purchasing power 
among workers in manufactur- 
ing, contract construction and 
mining were countered by de- 
clines in trade and finance, in- 
surance and real estate. 

At $77.69, real take-home pay 
for the worker with three de- 
pendents was 1.1% below De- 
cember 1968 and 2.4% below 
the high reached in September 
1968. 

December marked the elev- 
enth consecutive month that 
real earnings have remained 
below year-ago levels. 

For 1969 as a whole, in- 
creases in consumer prices 
eroded all of the gain in 
earnings. The weekly take- 
home pay for workers with 
three dependents averaged 
$99.99 in 1969, 4.9% higher 
than in 1968. 

After adjustment for price in- 
creases, however, real net 
spendable earnings averaged 
$78.30, 0.49% lower than 1968's 
record and also below the 1965 
and 1966 levels. 

Over - the- year declines oc- 
curred in manufacturing, trade, 
finance, insurance and real es- 
tate, while gains were noted in 
contract construction and min- 
ing.

County Board Member Districts 


(Taxpayers’ Federation of Illinois) 


Under the provisions of bills 
passed by the 76th General As- 
sembly and signed by Gov. 
Ogilvie, Ilinois counties of less 
than 3,000,000 inhabitants and 
with township organization 
must reorganize their county 
boards by July 1, 1971. 

This legislation requires the 
county boards to set up dis- 
tricts of equal population. The 
districts are to number not less 
than five and not more than 
29. In no case may there be 
more districts than there were 
members on the county board 
on the effective date of the 
Act (Oct. 2, 1969). H. B. 2806 
also allows an alternative, at- 
large election for members. 

If the county board fails to 
reapportion itself by July 1, 
1971, or each 10 years there- 
after, the county clerk shall 
convene the County Apportion- 
ment Commission. 

This commission 
the county clerk, the state’s at- 
torney, the Illinois attorney 
general and the chairmen of 
the county central committees 
of the two political parties re- 
ceiving the highest votes cast 
for governor in the last election 
for that office. 

The commission shall appor- 


consists of 


tion the county: into the num- 
ber of districts determined by 
the county board, If the county 
board has made no such deter- 
mination, the districts shall 
number not less than five nor 
more than 29, and in no case 
larger than the board was on 
the effective date. 

The commission 
Oct. 1, 1971, to act. 

If the county board and the 
commission both fail to appor- 
tion the county, the board shall 
be elected at-large in a num- 
ber as determined above. 

Any county board may deter- 
mine that the chairman of such 
board be elected at-large in the 
county rather than by the 
board itself. 

However, no person shall be 
elected to serve as chairman 
who has not been elected as a 
county board member to serve 
during the same term as the 
term of the chairman. The 
chairman's term shall be two 
years while the member's 
term is four years. 

Compensation shall be deter- 
mined by the county board to 
be paid either as salary or per 
diem. No limits are set by the 
present legislation. Provision is

Judiciary Preamble Could Stress 
Court System Quality, Promptness 


By LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR PAUL SIMON 


1, Regarding Article VI (Ju- 
diciary) of the Illinois Constitu- 
tion, I recommend that a pre- 
amble be written for the Judi- 


cial Article, setting forth the 
goals of the judicial system, 
such as trial without delay. 

The preamble should | also 
state simply that members of 
the judiciary should be as free 
from political pressures as pos- 
sible, that the public must be 
assured of the economic integ- 
rity of judges, and that one of 
the aims of any system of selec- 
tion is to assure quality in the 
judiciary. 

Legislative acts would then 
have to fall within the broad 
outlines of such a preamble. 

2. Present members of the 
Supreme Court should be re- 
tained until they reach the man- 
datory retirement age, or resign 
or are impeached. As vacancies 
occur, they should be filled by 
the governor with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

My reason for suggesting that 
the governor should be empow- 
ered to act in the case of a 
Supreme Court vacancy, and 
perhaps also for the Appellate 
Court, is that in these areas 
there would be sufficient public 
attention placed on the governor 
that he most likely would make 
quality appointments. The re- 
sponsibility should be clear, 

3. Present members of the 
Appellate Court should be re- 
tained until they reach the man- 
ddtory retirement age, or re- 
sign or are impeached, Either 
one of the following : methods 
would be satisfactory for filling 
vacancies as they occur: 


a) Appointment by the gover- 
nor from among the circuit 
judges of that appellate district. 

b) Election by the circuit 
judges of that appellate district 
of one of their number. 

4, The present distinction 
between circuit judges and 
associate circuit judges 
should be eliminated, since 
it is a difference in title and 
not in responsibility, and 
there should be no require- 
ment that each county have 
a judge. 

However, judicial service 
should be available on a regular 
basis in all counties, 


5, The initial selection of 
circuit judges should be sim- 
ilar in method to the way 
delegates to the Constitution- 
al Convention were selected, 
Anyone may present his 
name; there is then a pri- 
mary and general election 
with no party designation on 
the ballot. 

I do not favor plans which in 
fact permit the governor to play 
politics with appointments to the 
Circuit Court. The appointment 
of someone qualified by politics 
—and nothing else—is not likely 
in a Supreme Court appoint- 
ment 

I hope that we can devise a 
system which will lift the qual- 
ity of the judiciary, and I be- 
lieve the Con Con delegate elec- 
tions have shown the way. 

6. The legislature should be 
empowered to establish dis- 
tricts for state’s attorneys, rath- 
er than the present demand that 
there be a state's attorney in 
each county,
